FUSS AND FEATHERS. 


TJTHII,K, as we said a few days ago, we do not 
do 


believe that President Roosevelt is responsi- 


ble for the ado about his daughter attending the 
English coronation, the|affair is getting somewhat 
nauseating. No one can blame the young lady for 
wishing to witness the ceremony. It will undoubt- 
edly be a gorgeos pageant—not equal to the raid- 
winter fair perhaps, yet in the nature of the case 
suppassing it in magnattide. 


But if she must see the coronation, let her do so 


without so much flourish of trumpets. 
It is not 


pleasant to read a seriSusly written recital of the 
honor to which the young girl will be entitled, to 
note the decimation that she will be ranked only 
next to the princess royal. If there is to be any 
such designation of dignity, why does she not rank 
with the princess royal? Bui there is no rank in 
matter, nor do we believe that the young lady cov- 
ets it, nor her father for her. Because her father is 
President of the United States conveys no title nor 
royalty -upon her. She is the daughter of an Amer- 
ican ehi-/pii, who for the time is serving as the peo- 
ple's representative as the executive head oi' the 
nation. If she attends the coronation it will be as 
a yonn'g American woman, not in the masquerade 
of royalty. 


The American people have not quite reached 


the pass when the assumption of imperial dignity 
for the family of the President can be viewed with 
approval. They do not like to hear a discussion of 
how many stripes of ermine can be used in her cor- 
onation gown. She should dress at the ceremony 
as is becoming for a young American lady to dress, 
and royal trappings are as much out of place as 
would be a crown upon her bead.
